ON TO CONNEMARA.

SLACKNESS IN STEERING-GEAR. 


Now that the touring season is in full 
swing and cars are on the road every day 
of ‘the week, ‘slackness in the steering- 
gear, whien noticed, should be at once 
attended to. Wear is greater when slack- 
ness exists, and, as this condition causes 
fatiguing vibrations, which ultimately 
lead to fractures, everything should be 
kept a snug fit and frequently lubricated. 
There 34' 4 good ‘deal of misunderstanding 
as to the purpose’ of the helical spring, 
or springs, forming an abutment, or buffer, 
for one or both of the half sockets of ball- 
bearing joints. The idea is frequently 
held that these are to be viewed purely 
as buffer springs, provided by the makers 
to prevent or absorb road shocks. Con- 
sequently the screwed end plug or cap of 
the joint is often locked in such a posi- 


; tion as to allow the spring or springs quite 


a lot of movement before they collapse. 
ADJUSTING THE SOCKET SPRINGS. 


That is wrong. These springs are in- 
tended to take up wear, as, and when, it 
occurs on the ball or in the sockets—the 
ball mainly, “The end plug or cap should 


| be screwed in, or on, therefore until the 
spring 
screwing can proceed no ‘farther) ; the} ' 


is fully compressed (until the 


adjustment will be correct if the plug or 
cap is then slackened back about half a 
turn and lo¢éked. If a big range of spring 
action is permitted, say, three-quarters of 
an inch or more, severe hammering be- 
tween ball and sockets will occur, and 


‘this will tend to increase the rate of wear.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
EMARKABLE scenes are witnessed 
R every evening in certain districts of 
Belfast, where the streets are profusely 
decorated in honour of the Eucharistic. Con- 
gress...The maze of streets in the working: 
class districts of the Falls and Short Strand 
areas are a blaze of colour, with the Congress 
atid Papal flags predominating. Large crowds 
of people from other areas visit the districts 
every &vening fo séa the decorations, whith 
have worked a remarkable transformation in 
the otherwise drab thoroughfares. 

A large number of shrines and street altars 
have .also been erected in the Short 
Strand and Market areas, and hundreds of 
people gather at night and knee] at these 
altars to recite the Rosary, while boys: and 
girls gather round the shrines and sing 
hymns. In nearly every house lamps and 
candles burn before pictures and statues. in 
windows and doorways, lighting up. the

ELECTRICALLY-LIGHTED ALTAR. 

Similar scenes are taking place nightly in 
the Falls and Smithfield areas when, as dusk 
falls, crowds of men, women and children 
gather round the altars,-which are to be seen 
in nearly every street, to pray and to sing; 
Above them are illuminated arches, aachibad 
“ Hail, Christ, the King. At the principal 
entrance io St. Mary's Christian Brothers 
School a heantiful altar, ‘illuminated by 
electric light, has been erected, and in the 
evening the Christian Brothers’ boys recite 
prayers and sing hymns.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
LTHOUGH distress in Belfast owing 
to lack of employment was never so 
acute and widespread as at present, the 
Ministry of Home Affairs has intimated 
that no scheme for relief «f the workless 
have been placed before it recently for con- 
sideration. Any such schemes, the 
Ministry states, would be dealt with as 
speedily as possible, This surely is a 
plain hint to the local authorities to do 
their public duty’ towards those in need. 
As Parliament is not in session, the 
deplorable condition of -hundreds of 
families in city and country is not venti- 
lated, and the community is but faintly 

aware that semi-starvation ex!sts: 

Sir Dawson Bates, the Minister con- 
cerned, has always revealed deep sympathy 
with the respectable workers, who can find 
nothing. for their hands to do, and -has 
frequently urged public bodies to under- 
take works of utility in their behalf. It 
is, therefore, gratifying to find his depart- 
ment again moving in this direction, and 
itis welcome news that the Belfast 
Corporation has decided to improve 
various parts of the city, with the probable 
employment of. five hundred additional 
men on the new works. Relief schemes, 
however, only touch the fringe of the 


problem. 
TWO MAYORAL CHAINS, 


The announcement that the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, at the Eucharistic Congress 
ceremonies, wore a mayoral chain which

| NO FEAR OF DROUGHT. 


In many parts of Ireland the long spell 
of hot weather is causing anxiety about 
the water supply for towns and -villages, 
and farmers are sighing for a good down- 
pour of rain. In Belfast, under similar 
circumstances a few years ago, warnings 
and restrictions would have been issued 
as to the saving of water to prevent 
shortage, but now the Commissioners can 
afford to smile, secure in the knowledge 
of an almost unlimited supply of pure 
water. 

The great Mourne reservoir is in opera- 
tion, even although it has not been for- 
mally opened, and certain parts of the 
city ate receiving supplies from the 
Silent Valley. In this way Belfast is in 
an exceptionally happy position. The full 
capacity of the reservoir is 3,000,000,000 
gallons, and at» present it is about two- 
thirds full, while it is being constantly 
fed by streams only slightly affected by 
the drought. 

It is under such conditions that the 
vision and enterprise of the Belfast Water 
Commissioners in promoting the Mourne 
Valley schemé can best be appreciated. 
It is expected that the formal opening 
of the undertaking will take place in the 
autumn, . 


DRAMA. IN ULSTER.

Impressions of a Visitor. 


In a crowded "bus the other evening a 
Scottish visitor asked me some question 
ebout a building’ that we were passing.

THE BASQUE TONGUE. 

Yesterday evening | had a conversation 
with two of the leaders of ths team—Dr.

Irigaray. They did not know English, and, 
therefore, it was necessary that I should 
converse with them through an interpreter, 
and when he asked for the Christian name 6 
the doctor he replied ''Terence,” as in 
‘‘ Terence McSwiney.” 

In reply to a series of questions they 
explained that their country is about 20,000 
square kilom@tres, and has a population of 
about 1,500,000 Basques. ‘They are an entirely 
different race from the Spaniards, and have 
nothing at all in common with them. They 
speak a language absolutely distinct from that 
of any other Ea of the world, and which is 
probably handed down from the Ston® Age. 
Their principal industries are iron mining, 
wheat-growing, paper and clothing manu- 
facture, while in the town of Elbar they have 
the biggest munition works in Spain: 

Dr. Ernandorena was rather . enthusiastic 
when he explained that their movement for 
Home Rule was similar to the Sinn Fem 
movement of Griffith, Pierce, etc., but, he 
added, “ we aim at getting all we want by 
peaceful means.” 

He said that their visit to Ireland was 
urged by their sympathy and admiration íor 
the country and because of the similarity of 
the political position in the two countries. 
He added that they carried with them a 
message of good-will to the Irish people from 
the Basques.

MASS THE SUPREME ACT 
OF WORSHIP. 


ECTURING in English at the Savoy 
Theatre on “The Holy Eucherist 
in the Church of Ancient Ireland,” 

Professor Koin MacNeill said that in ;!] 
that belonged to teaching, and in its rites 
atid Observences, the early Ivish Church must 
have heen modelled on those of Gaul and 
Britain. It could be accepted as a fact, 
without qvestion, that in the early Irish 
Church, as in the Gallic Church and through 
out Christendom, the Eucharistic Sacrifice 
Was the supreme act of worship for” the 
community, and the Sacrament was the 
Sipreme act by which the individual 
Chistian was united in communion with 
Christ, and by which he was assured of life 
eternal. 

In St. Patrick's writings there was no 


‘explicit mention of the Holy Eucharist, and 


the oldest document dealing directly with 
it is the hymn Sancti Venite, which was, 
apparently, written in the seventh century. 
This hymn bears witness to an unqualified 
helief in the identity of that which is offered 
in the . Mass, and 
Communion, with Christ Himself. 


HEATHEN INVASION. 

The earliest historians of the Irish Church 
bear ample*-testimony to the Eucharistic 
sacrifice as ‘being the ‘one ‘central and 
enjinent act of Christian worship, In the 
Leabhar Breac (written in the 14th century 
and based on the Stowe Missal) the Blessed 
Eucharist is declared to be identical with 
the body of Our Lord as he walked among 
men. 

For a century or so after St. Patrick's 
time, the Irish Church, and also the British 
Church, became to some degree isolated and 
thrown upon théir our own resources in 
consequence .of the invasion of the greater 
part of Western Christendom by the heathen 
nations of Middle Eurpee. But, in all. that 
concerned the Holy Eucharist, Ireland. pre- 
served throwghott this period the Catholic 
doctrine and the Catholic sense in its 
integrity,

SACRAMENT IN THE LIFE 


OF THE PEOPLE. 

The Rev. John Rvan, $8.7J., D.Litt., also 
read a paper at the same meeting, over which 
the Archbishop of San Francisco presided, 
on '“ The Holy Eucharist in’ Medimva!

Early in the ninth century theologians 
outside Ireland began to make the oly 
Eucharist the object of scientific study, but 
in this research Irish scholars did not play 
a part. The one exception, as is well known, 
was John Scotus Eriugena, who won for 
himself an abiding place in the realm of 
philosophic speculation. 

Eriugena’s teaching on the Hely Sacra- 
ment was undoubtedly regarded with 
suspicion by contemporaries. His views, the 
lecturer thought, are capable of a Catholic 
interpretation. If it could be proved that 
they were not, the conclusion would have to 
be that his error was involuntary; for 
Eriugena gives emphatic expression to his 
determination to live and die an obedient 
son of the Church.

THE SPREADING OF THE 
FAITH. 


_—_-->— — 


At the Mansion House, where the Bishop 
of Cleveland presided over the United States 
of America Group, the Rev. Peter Guilday, 
Ph.D., LL.D., J.U.D., of Washington, gave 
an interesting address on ‘‘The Contribution 
of the Irish Laity to the Catholic, Church in 
the United States,” 

Archbishop John Lancaster Spalding of 
Peoria, whose long episcopate of nearly 
forty years (1877-1916) gave him exceptioual 
opportunities for estimating the cause under- 
lying the growth of the Catholic Faith in 
the United States, said the lecturer, paid 
this tribute to the. Irish race: '' God pever 
sent a more faithful or more willing pedple 
to build up’ His Kingdom in the New World 
than the Irish.” In his judgment, the re- 
markable growth of the faith in the !'nited 
States has been due primarily to the vast 
immigration from Ireland during the 
nineteenth century. 

With the first great exodus, which began 
under St, Columbanus towards the end of 
the sixth century, we fitd the earliest 
chapter of American Catholic history being 
written in that attractive story of the 
voyage of St. Brendan the Navigator to our 
shores. No legend—if legend it be in reality 
filled a larger space in the literature of the 
middle ages; and our oldest maps, drawn a 
thousand years later, give the name “ Greater 
Ireland '' to what was to become the thirteen 
American colonies.

WAR OF INDEPENDENCE. 

During the weary century of the later 
Stuart and Orange régimes hundreds of loyal 
Catholie laymen, forced into exile across the 
seas, weré writing the first chapter of their 
contribution’ to American history.

IRELAND'S GIFT TO 
PORTUGAL. 


In a lecture to the Portuguese group on 
“Ireland and Portugal,’’ at University 
College, yesterday, the Rev. Paul H. 
O'Sullivan, O.P., recalled that in the dark 
penal days, when Irish priests were wantonly 
persecuted and seminaries and convents were 
closed, the Portuguese opened wide their arms 
and received the Irish priests and nuns with 
that warm-hearted generosity and courtesy for 
which the Portuguese have always been 
famous. The College of Saint Patrick was 
given to the secular clergy, the College of 
Jerpo Santo to the Irish Dominicans, and the 
Convent of Bom Successo to the Irish nuns. 

These ea establishments were founded 
and sustained for upwards of 300 years by 
gifts and donations from the kings, nobility 
and people alike. Priests and nuns, as well 
as many other Irishmen who found a home in 
Portugal at various times, bad always been 
objects of the greatest courtesy and kindness, 
and in the fierce revolution of 1910 the Irish 
convents were spared and given ample liberty 
to continue their work.

There is no evidence to show that these | 


scattered units tried to coalesce in any way 
in order to form a distinct colony. Neverthe- 
less, as early as 1802, we find that there was 
an Irish Dominican priest, Father Burke, in 


Buenos Aires, and that he attended to the | 


Irish and English Catholics, and was con- 
sidered as their chaplain. lt was only from 
1813 onwards, when the country was thrown 
open to foreign immigrants, that one found 
records of Irishmen in any considerable 
number, In 1824 the number of Irishmen in 
and about Buenos Aires was, according to 
Murray's calculations, about 400. The 
spiritual] needs of these Irish settlers early 
constituted a problem for the ecclesiastical 
authorities. With the exception of Father 
Burke, probably none of the local clergy could 
speak English, and the Irish were slow to 
learn Spanish. Father Burke, old and infirm, 
struggled along as best he could until his 
death, in 1828, deprived the Irish of the River 
Plate of the only pastor of their own race. 


GROWTH OF IRISH COLONY. 

The first Irishmen who came to Buenos 
Aires in the beginning of the nineteenth 
century settled almost exclusively in the 
City of Buehos Aires, where they devoted 
themselves to urban occupations, such as 
trading, coach-building, carpentering, etc. 
To this manner of life they were probably 
directed by the many dangers to human life, 
from Indian marauders and the wild lawless 
bands, known as the Montoneros, who made 
the great plain of Buenos Aires an insécure 
home to the colonist who wished to settle on 
the land, But, according as the political 
system of the country became more fixed, 
and a series of energetic Governors was 
‘elected to office, human life became cóm- 
paratively safe in the open camp. This 
change came about 1628, and it had a speedy 
effect upon the Irish immigration. In 1842 
the number of Irishmen in the River Plate 
numbered 3,500. 

Following the great famine in Ireland, 
numbers of Irish immigrants crossed the sea, 
and it was found necessary to establish an 
“Irish Immigrant’s Infirmary’’ in Buenos 
Aires City, in order to deal with many an 
unfortunate Irishman who landed prostrate 
with illness after the hardships of the long 
sea journey té the River Plate, a journey 
which sometimes lasted four months. This 
Irish hospital was founded in 1848, and its 
first balance sheet, issued in 1849, shows 
that it dealt with 156 cases in one year.

CELTIC LITURGY.

NOT ORTHODOX,’ BUT 
INTERNATIONAL. | 


At a sectional meeting of the English

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| Ireland, he said, like most of the Latin 
| countries, and even those of the new World, 
| professed to-day the Roman Liturgy which 
|was imposed on it in the 12th century 
There was a time between the 5th and 10th 
centuries when Ireland followed a liturgy 
| that was not the liturgy of Rome. The 

Celts, passionately as they loved their isle, 
| were in those centuries great travellers and 
cosmopolitans at a time when that word was 
not invented. They were citizens of the 
Latin universe when nationalities were being 
constituted. One found traces of them 
everywhere—in England, Gaul, Switzerland, 
Germany, Italy. The liturgy called Celtic 
bore traces of the spirit of internationalism. 
It was an eclectic liturgy, in that it borrowed 


country—Gaul, Spain, and even the Orient, 
but: what Celtic liturgy “was strictly 
orthodox ? 

Ireland gave to-day a fresh example. This 
Congress would be a proof added to the many 
others of the fervour and strength of her 
faith, and it also proved that since the 
character of the Celtic race had asserted 
itself so strongly here, this people would not 
shut itself behind the bars of a narrow in- 
dividualism and nationalism. This Congress 
was a truly international one—a Congress in 
which the whole Catholic Church was re- 
presented. They did not feel that they 
were in a strange country, but that they were 
in the midst of their brethren.

The Greatest Need. 


Mr. George Lansbury’s notice of a vote 
of censure in the House of Commons yes- 
terday, and Mr. Baldwin's reply to it, are 
of less importance than the City of 
London's anxious attitude towards the 
Government's handling of the country’s 
financial position. Parliamentary move- 
ments and counter-movements, as a rule, 
are nothing more than a reassuring re- 
minder that Britain has a Government. 
In this instance, however, they are watched 
with breathless interest. The Socialist 
attack, although it was. tactically vague, 
contained a measure of justice; but 
a better case against authority s short- 
comings was furnished on the previous 
day by Lord Hunsdon in the House 
of Lords. His motion called categori- 
cally for a greater reduction in public 
expenditure. He .reminded their lord- 
ships that the balancing of the Budget 
had been accomplished mostly by increased 
taxation. The income from shipping, he 
showed, had fallen by £50,000,000 during 
the years 1929-19351 ; the income from over- 
seas investments in the same period had 
fallen by £85,000,000—a figure which was 
likely to be enhanced by a further 
£30,000,000 this year. In 1931 the excess 
of imports over exports was £110,000,000, 
the amount of the nation’s trading loss 
during the twelve months. Any individual 
or any business concern, Lord Hunsdon 
said, would cut down expenditure sternly, 
if faced with such losses. Why, then, did 
not the Government adopt this necessary 
course ? 

Lord Hunsdon argued that the adverse 
balance of trade was one of the indirect 
cauges-of the world depression. Although, 
as Mr. Baldwin explained in his answer: to 
Mr. Lansbury, the 
policy is beginning to have happy effects

English Spelling. 

England is a very patient country, but, 
if her patience is not illimitable, the latest 
demand upon it ought to “ put her back 
up. During the last twenty years she 
has sacrificed millions of lives and huge 
sums of money for Europe's benefit; and 
now she is asked to sacrifice her language. 
Seven hundred members of the universities 
of Great Britain have prepared a memorial 
which will be submitted to the Board of 
Education, It seeks the appointment of a 
representative committee ‘‘ to consider 
whether English spelling should be 
simplified, and, if so, what improvements 
should be recommended for ya a or 
general use.” This request is inspired by 
‘the growing need of an international 
language.” The English language is used 
already by nearly 200,000,000 of the 
world’s population ; and there is, it seems, 
an increasing conviction in Sweden, 
Germany and other countries that English 
ought to become the language of inter- 
national conference. Unfortunately, say 
the memorialists, its inconsistent and 
dificult spelling is a hindrance, and must 
be simplified if English is to be promoted 
to the use of the world. We hope that 
the British Government will scout this 
request, England s language: is among 
her most precious assets, and arbitrary 
changes of spelling would impoverish its 
whole character. The language's spelling 
is a picture of its history through the long 
procession of the Roman, Saxon, Danish, 
Norman and English years; to rob an 
English word of a single letter may be to 
cheapen its significance by the theft of five 
centuries. For Englishmen their spelling, 
which to foreigners is merely eccentric or 
bothersome, is the colour, of an immortal 
literature. Why should English be 
dethroned from its national glory to be the 
pallid drudge. of all the peoples? .If 
Swedes and Germans need an international 
language, they are free to play tricks with 
Swedish and German. We are glad that no 
Irish universities seem to be associated 
with this “ modest proposal ’’—to which, 
indeed, only the Irish pen of Jonathan 
Swift could do full justice. 


A Lesson from Spain. 


Republican Spain has instituted a novel 
form of ‘university extension.’’ In 
addition to travelling lecturers, who 
tour the remote villages, the 
University of Madrid sends forth its own 
travelling theatre. The company, says the 
Madr:d Correspondent. of The Times, 
already has given six performances in 
villages within a radius of fifty miles of 
the capital. It consists of thirteen young 
men and thirteen young women, and the 
stage usually is built against some ancient 
building in the village square. All the 
merits of good amateur work seem to be 
present... The actors are encouraged to 
avoid affectation, to cultivate a natural 
delivery, and to shun all aping of profes- 
sionals, The example of this company is 
worthy of study and imitation in Ireland. 
Outside the four or five principal towns of 
the Free State there are no regular 
theatres, and performances of any sort are 
exceedingly few, even in the majority of 
county towns. Virtually no village has 
seen any sort of a stage show within its 
own precincts, although many villages are 
large enough to furnish an audience that 
would pay a small travelling company. 
The ordinary ‘touring ” company, of 
gourse; cannot afford to visit the villagés 
and smaller towns, because it generally 
has a mass of “ propbs, ' whosá carriáge is

But by the way Captain Finlay started, 
it ldoked as if he would equal the French- 
man’s feat. He cleared six obstacles 
perfectly, but Cuchulain touched the 
seventh with his hind’ legs to score four 
faults.

This stated that Germany was unable to 
pay any more on this account, but went on 
to refer to the French anxieties concerning 
security. The Germans suggested a con- 
sultation clause, by which Germany and 
interested Powers could meet together if 
any threat to security and peace were to 
become apparent. 

The fact that it was after this 
memorandum had been handed to Mr. 
Macdonald that his conversations with M. 
Herriot occurred, and that M. Herriot is 
to meet the Germans to-morrow, has not 
escaped comment. 

Britain seems to. be setting the pace 
behind the scenes, and Mr. Macdonald is 
straining every nerve to bring about a 
rapprochement between France and 
Germany. 


BRITISH PRINCIPLES. 
The general principles enunciated in the 
British memorandum yesterday were :— 
1—Any settlement must be final. 


2—Confidence must be restored. 

3—Germany cannot pay any repara- 
tions, at all events at present, and 
nothing must be done to militate 
against her prospects of economic re- 
covery. 

4—In the event of any payment 
being fixed for some future date, the 
‘commercial and economic position of 
other Powers must be safeguarded. 

It is on these lines that Mr. Macdonald 
is negotiating. 

Meantime various economic projects, , 
which all come within the scope of the 
wider aims of the Conference, are in the 
air’. 

Baron von Buelow has submitted a 
scheme for including the Great Powers 
within the economy of the Danubian Plan, 
widening its basis to admit of general 
participation. 


GERMAN TRUST BONDS. 


M. Francgui, the Belgian financial ex- 

pert, has also elaborated a plan of eco- 
nomic reconstruction for Europe. A cupy 
of this scheme was handed to Mr. Mac- 
donald, as chairman. of the Conference, by 
the Belgian delegation this morning. It 
has also been discussed between the Bel- 
gian and German representatives. 
i The creation of a great German trust, 
incorporating the public utilities com- 
panies of all the German States. com- 
munes and municipalities, is proposed in 
this scheme. It would be financed by the 
Central and State Banks, under Govern- 
ment guarantee, and the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements would be. at the 
same time, trustees and clearing house 
for operations connected with the organi- 
sation. 

Bonds of this trust would furnish funds 
available for any settlement between Ger- 
many and her creditors.

Boiling the Kettle. 


As regards kettle-boiling, great care should 
be taken when the grass and bracken are so 
dry as they are at present. But, as much 
fuel is available in such dry weather, a 
spirit lamp is quite unnecessary. It was 
a fisherman who showed me the quickest 
method of kettle-boiling. It was, as a matter 
of fact, mighty discolouring for the kettle, 
but what true -picnicker would mind that 
little detail when the tea was so very 


delicious! First choose a sheltered spot, and 
find which way the wind is blowing. Next 
gather lots of fuel, especially withered gorse, 
and build the fire: high. hen find a long 
stout stick strong enough to hold the kettle, 
and long enough to let the holder stand well 
clear of the flames. Put a match to the 
piled fuel, and hold the kettle steady on the 
stick, so that the flames come all around it 
and right up the sides to the hd, which, in 
a very short time, will start to dance and 
splutter—a sign that the contents is really 
at boiling point. The spout of the 
kettle should always be plugged, either with 
cork or folder paper in case any smoke gets 
in. Picnic tea should always be made in 
the kettle, and when tle feast is over some 
guest, who looks lazy, can be given the job 
of getting the smoke fumes off of the kettle 
with crumpled paper and damp sand or fire 
earth. Methylated stoves, of course, are 
more reliable, but if luggage counts, then 
they can well be dispensed with. | 

One very important detail of regime after 
a bathing picnic is the rinsing out. in fresh 
water of all woollen bathing togs before the 
salt water dries into them. Woollen suits 
are a luxury and must, therefore, be taken 
care of. | Very quickly they will rot if the
